PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

INDEPENDENT INVESTIGATION OF ALLEGED 
COOK COUNTY JAIL INMATE ABUSE 

WHEREAS, it is public policy and practice of the President and the Board of 
Commissioners to protect the safety and rights of inmates as well as law 
enforcement officials within the Cook County Jail System; and 

WHEREAS, there has been considerable court litigation, reports, publications 
and public demonstrations about alleged excessive use of force and abuse by 
law enforcement officials and gang activities within Cook County Jail System; 
and 

WHEREAS, to maintain integrity of the Cook County Jail System it is 
necessary that an investigation be conducted by an independent body which 
has no past or present ties with the criminal justice system in Cook County: 
such as universities and law schools which are more cost effective, labor 
intensive, and could shorten the completion time of the investigation; and 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and the Board of 
Commissioners of Cook County authorize the commission of an independent 
investigation of Cook County Jail System by a university or law school through 
the RFP process. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the RFP process clearly defines the scope 
of services to be rendered which shall include but are not limited to protecting 
the confidentiality of all interviewees, a clearly defined plan to minimize 
disruptions of day-to-day operations, and a time certain for completion.
